We quote as 
follows: 

“Referring again to the error 
in the 3-cent Victory stamp, the 
New York Times of May 16, 1941, 
reported that the United States 
Navy “has ordered that ‘eagles 
worn on the front or rear of uni- 
forms’ must face to the right.” 
The insignia. it was explained, 

been worn “facing the wrong 

‘ way for mor thari a® century,” 
and “the ‘right-face’ eagle is in 
accordance with heraldic law re- 
quiring that whenever an eagle 
figures in uniform insignia, it 
shall face the wearer’s sword arm,” 

We can not dispute the above 
remarks buf we can point out that 
the Navy does not issue orders to 
the post office department and 
as long as Mr. Walker wants his 
eagle looking in the other direct- 
ion, we will probably have it 
there. On she other hand, that 
Mr. Fawcett might be satisfied, 
just stick one of the postage 
stamps o1 your noble chest and 
observe which way or toward 
which arm the eagle faces. If we 
Were weilding a sword we sure 
would want it in our right hand.

In this first issue 
the listing covers about half of those cancels beginning with “A”, 
It is plentifully illustrated with tracings of the cancels showing the 


minor differences that are so hard®- 


to describe in words. Mr. Koelln 
is endeavoring to list all R. P. O. 
even though he has not verified 
Some of them. It is hoped that 
some of the readers will be able 
to supply the verification, ‘ 

In addition to the list there are 
notes on various R, P. O. telling 
something of their history, date 
established, changes in name, (if 
any), date of discontinuance and 
other items of interest. 

There is a list of all R. P, O. 
discontinued between Sept. 1940 
and March 1942 and future issues 
will bring the list up to date.

Lester Vandiver adds to my 
notes of several columns ago re- 
garding lines that do not have a 
postmark to correspond to their 
titles. He says, “These lines are 
kept up by clerks from another 
line in order to make up _ the 
clerk’s deficiency in time on their 
home line. These clerks usually 
use the postmarks of their home 
line. Four such home lines are, 
Decatur & Hannibal, No. Topeka 
& Marysville, Columbus & Cin., 
Jct. 
The Chi. & Savanna line is kept 
up by clerks from the Minn. & 
St. Louis but hag a Chi, & Sa- 
vanna postmark.”

Mr. D. C. Bartley writes me that 
he has the state of Washington 
complete as of 1939 including the 
Alaska cancels and E. M. Payne 
tells me he has Oregon complete 
since the first Oregon R. P. O. 
with the exception of eleven 
items. A_ specialized collection 
such as these of your own state 


would make an interesting ex- 
hibit.

R. P. O. cancels. New collectors 
are asking me about the value of 
the cancels they have and I am 
hard put to give them an answer 
at times.

War Posfal Markings 
Will Prove Difficult 
Field For Completion 


One of the interesting fields in 
collecting Postal Markings is that 
of gathering those in current use 
today. This hobby started from 
the intriguing marks on old cov- 
ers but ta:se babies cost a heap 
of money and a collector who 
wants a field in which he can 
have a sreat bit of pleasure and 
enjoyment at little cost should 
make a collection of current post- 
al markings—all those rubber 
stamped marks that turn up on 
your daily mail from time to time, 
due to wrong addresses, miscar- 


riages of the mail and_ such 
things. Try watching for them 


and see what a collection you can 
make. In years to come these will 
be sought for by the boys who 
started in on the old ones. 

Right now. the war has brought 
forth numercus new marks that 
have not heretofore been used and 
we are ind~bted to Private George 
N. Raybin, somewhere in Austra- 
lia or maybe in the Solomons by 
this time. for a marking that will 
be a part of the Philatelic History 
of this war. 

This mark is worded as ‘fol- 
lows and is enclosed in a single 
line border about 58 inches high 
and about 2 inches wide. All we 
have seen are stamped in red.

As announced in Linn’s in the August 6th issue the total num- 
ber of covers cancelled for the first day sale of the recent five-cent 
China stamp at Denver, Colorado, on July 7th, was 168,746, while 


the total stamp sale was 257,946. 
According to COVER NEWS 


in their August issue the biggest 


first day sale of a five-cent issue in the nation’s history was recorded 


at the Denver Postoffice July 7th®— 


with the purchase of 400,000 
stamps commemorating the fifth 
anniversary of the Sino-Japanese 
War. Youngsters and old hands, 
little girls and mothers, men with 
eager fingers and boys with pen- 
nies clutched in their hands— 
stamp fans all of them—jammed 
the building so that little else 
could be done. The land-office 
rush of collectors and souvenir 
senders started at the stamp win- 
dows when the postoffice opened 
at 8:00 a.m. and continued late 
into the night. The initial ship- 
ment of 300,000 stamps was al- 
most exhausted. An _ additional 
supply of 100,000 was flown from 
Washington, 

However no record was broke 
in the number of First Day cov- 
ers cancelled for these stamps 
which were issued out of Amer- 
ica’s profound admiration for the 
valiant struggle for five years— 
July 7, 1937 to July 7, 1942—that 
the Chinese people have resisted 
the attack of the ‘‘devil people” 
from Japan. The record for the 
number of First Day covers of 
five-cent commemoratives still be- 
longs to ‘he Virginia Dare stamp 
issued on August 18, 1937, at 
Manteo, N C., which had 226,730 
covers cancelled on its birthday. 
The new China stamp comes sec- 
ond among five-cent stamps with 
168,746 covers, The China stamp 
is 57,984 covers behind the Vir- 
ginia Dare stamp. 

But now when we come to cach- 
ets on covers used to obtain the 
China stamp this new stamp stands 
before the Virginia Dare stamp. 
The cachets for the China stamp 
carried out thé patriotic idea and 
made a beautiful set of covers. 
Lets look at some of these cachets. 

The Fieetwood cover is again 
two colors—this time red and blue 
on white. Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek with two United States 
flags is shown on the cover. The 
wording includes “ ‘Fight the 
War’ and Build the Country.” In 
the same colors as the Fleetwood 
cover is the Walter T. Poppen- 
ger cachet but here Dr. Sun Yat- 
Sen, “Founder of the Chinese Re- 
public,’ and Abraham Lincoln, 
“Whose Principles Motivated the 
Founding of the Chinese Repub- 
lic,” is shown, Both the U. S. 


‘and Chinese flag is found on the 


cover as well as a map of China. 

The Edward F. Jordon cover 
designed by L. W. Stafhle is a 
tri-color cachet. Including in the 
wording is “Five Years of Chi- 
nese Resistance Against Japanese 
Aggression.” Both the Acorn Cov- 
er Service (W. M. Grandy) and 
the Fidelity Stamp company cov- 
er shows the U.S. and Chinese 
flag in red, white, and blue. The 
wording of the Grandy cover is 
“In commemoration of the five 
year, resistance of the Chinese 
people te Japanese aggression” 
while the Fidelity cover states 
“Commemorating Five Years of 
Resistance by China to Japanese 
Aggression.” 

The Artcraft engraved cachet 
by the Washington Stamp Ex- 
change like others of this set is 
in light black. The cachet shows 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek 
with wording “‘Fight the War and 
Build the Country” in both Chi- 
nese and English. Also in light 
black ink is the Lester McFarland 
cachet designed by Day Lowry. 
This cachet shows airplanes in 
flight both on the left-hand side 
of the cover and on the lower 
rigt-hand side.

of Cachet-craft was designed by 
John Coulthard, Within the bord- 
er of Chirese flags is shown Lin- 
coln and Yat Sen, and a map of 
China. The wording is “That 
Government of the People, By the 
People, For the People, Shall not 
Perish—China Resists aggression 
Five Years.” The steel die emboss- 
ed cachet by the House of Far- 
nam, Inc., which also came to me 
from Rex Stamp House and Lin- 
coln A. Russell, is in light blue. 
The cachet bears the dates “July 
7, 1937—July 7, 1942.” 

“The iepublic of China com- 
memmorative stamp was issued to 
memorialize China’s Long and 
continuing fight against the Ja- 
panese invaders and in commem- 
oration of the founding of the 
Chinese Republic by Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen in 1911—the stamp was issued 
at Denver. Colo., July 7, 1942” 
states the Anderson historic cachet 
which came*to me from Athol W 
Cliff and from Dargis Stamp Serv- 
ice in purple and from Boys 
|Stamp Club in black. The Harry 
Ioor cachet on Hammermill ripple 
bond envelope came in both dark 
land light purple. The cachet shows 
a map of China, Abraham Lincoln 
and Sun Yat Sen with wording 
“Of the People, By the People, 
For the people.” 

The service of the new China 
stamp at Denver was handled in 
a very splendid manner. Most of 
the credit should go to Postmaster 
Stevic of Denver, Jas. M. Bell of 
the Philatelic Agency from Wash- 
ington, Robert Fellers and R. J. 
DeVroy in charge of the cancel- 
ling machines. Much publicity was 
given this new stamp by means 
of Denver newspapers and a huge 
sign placed in the lobby of the 
Main Postoffice. The cancelling 
machine and hand stamp was set 
up in the lobby directly opposite 
the stamp windows. Although it is 
customary to close stamp windows 
at 6:00 p. m., the stamp windows 
remained open until 10:00 p. m., 
which increased the sale to a large 
extent.

Predictions 

I made the prediction that the 
Narrow Sc Defense items would 
be good if the WIN THE WAR 
stamps were to be bureau printed 
which at the time it seemed ap- 
parent they would be, So far there 
have been ro further indications 
that they w:)l be overprinted but 
it is still too early to give up on 
them. As tr which ones will be 
good it would be foolish to pre- 
dict any one, they all have an 
equal chance and to the collector 
going after these things the only 
thing he can do is get them all, 
and then if there happens to be a 
real good one in the lot he has 
it. It seems now that even if one 
shipment of sheet stamps has been 
made there quite often is not 
enough saved and bathtubbed out 
of one shipment to cover the 
field and keep the price at a nom- 
inal level. It generally takes the 
continuei use of an item over a 
period of time to keep the price 
in the lower brackets. So this is 
what I kased my prediction on. 
That one shipment only would 
not be encugh to keep the stamp 
in the common stamp class. So 
if a WIN THRE WAR bureau ap- 
pears from e¢ place that formerly 
used a 3c Narrow Defense just be 
sure you get them both and wait 
and see. Perhaps my own very 
prediction will help destroy it- 
self. For it every one follows my 
advise they will have the Narrow 
Defense in their collections and 
the demend will no more than 
take up tne free copies so that 
no noticeanle increase will come 
to them and my prediction will 
come to naught. Maybe I shouldn't 
do this precicting. 

A Question 


Closely related to the above 
topic is the time worn question. 
Does the cepartment always 
ship the full amount they are sup- 
posed to in bureau prints? Al- 
though it seems to the contrary 
there have been far too many re- 
ports coming in from different 
sources the DEPARTMENT DOES 
NOT SHIP 500,000 sheet stamps 
and 2509998 coil stamps but if 
the need zrises will ship consid- 
erably less. We have reports that 
only 50,009 Wide 1c Defense were 
shipped to Dayton. Troy only got 
75,000 and the Cincinnati ship- 
ment was far short as was the one 
to Columbus. The others that are 
scarce too must have been short 
shipments. Jt would be very in- 
teresting and a great help in 
pricing if the exact totals of these 


shipments could be ascertained. 
Perhaps «ome time in the future 
this can be arranged,

Southgate Essays And 
Proofs Being Offered 
Through Private Sales 





H. M. Southgate was a veteran 
eatholic in his collections. In his 
earlier years he gathered a superb 
U. S. stamp collection from 1847 
to date, including envelopes and 
revenues and this collection is be- 
ing dispersed at auction, In later 
years he specialized in Bureau | 
Issues and collected plate number 
mint stamps and other mint stamp 
varieties which are being sold 
privately by H. A. Robinette, who 
purchased all the Southgate col- 
lections. Though he would not 
admit that he had many proofs, | 
it was knswn that he bought some | 
from the Wood Collection wher 
it was broke: up about ten years 
ago. Mr. Wood had a grand col- 
lection of die essays and proofs 
largely obiained from G. F. C., 
Smillie, vignette engraver, whose 
personal collection was sold more 
than 25 years ago. More recently, 
Mr. Southgate was of great phil- 
atelic assistance to the Bureau of 
Engraving ana Printing and ob- 
tained much information as to 
Bureau Issues for collectors. From 








the 1904 rule against giving en- 
gravers proof of their work has 
been relaxe.. and that they are 
again permitted to have two copies 
of their work, which however they 
seldom part with during their life- 
time. 


The most surprising group of 
Southgate proofs are a unique 
collection of XX Century Come 
memorative and Air Post large 
die proofs on white wove paper 
about 78x58 mm, in size. each 
bearing the blue serial number. 
This lot of Commemoratives is 
complete (except for overprints) 
from the 190’ Pan American set 
to the 1934 Mothers Day and also

RANDOM NOTES ON 
POSTAL STATIONERY 


Postal stationery collectors, like 
collectors of adhesives are gen- 
erally insistent on condition. This 
is a natural tendency because 
condition is even more important 
in stamped envelopes, postal cards, 
letter cards and newspaper wrap- 
pers than in the smaller adhesive 
stamps. The reason is that in pos- 
tal stationery items, there is a 
larger surface to be considered 
and much of this surface is blank, 
unprinted space whereas in the 
adhesive most of the surface of 
the stamp is covered with printing 
so that minor defects are not often 
conspicuous to the casual glance. 
If a stamped envelope, or postal 
card, for example, is wrinkled, 
soiled, stained or torn, the defect 
shows up on the unprinted sur- 
face like the _ classical “sore 
thumb”. A _ carelessly selected, 
Sloppy collection of postal sta- 
tionery is repulsive to the aesthet- 
ic senses whereas a clean, careful. 
ly-selected neatly-mounted and 
intelligently-described showing 
will interest and please the most 
critical audience, even though the 
items are common varieties and 
the material most inexpensive. 














In this matter, however, there 
is a danger that the inexperienced 
collector will place so much emph- 
asis on condition that he may 
overlook technical values such as 
completeness, historical impor- 
tance, philatelic knowledge and in- 
teresting usage—all factors that 
may count emphatically in a stamp 
club showing or exhibition, 


In studying a certain issue, the 
real student will naturally look 
for used examples showing early 
usage to cite one example. Exist- 
ing catalogues rarely give’ the 
actual day of issue of the tens of 
thousands of postal stationery 
items listed. Therefore here is 
a study that will eventually re- 
quire considerable research and 
exchange of informatinn among 
collectors. If a collector locates 
a card or envelope that shows 
very early usage (say a January 
10, 1889 date on an item listed 
by the catalogue as issued in 
1889) should he tosg it into the 
discards because it is not in su- 
perb condition? I, for one, say 
no—it is worthy of mounting be. 
cause of the philatelic knowledge 
imparted. 


On July 2d, 1890, the British 
government issued an elaborate- 
ly designed special stamped en- 
velope to commenorate the 50th 
anniversary of Uniform Penny 
Postage, and these’ envelopes 
were officially sold for one day 
only at South Kensington Muse- 
um, with a special July 2d can- 
cellation—one of the earliest 
and most interesting commemor- 
ative cancellations, by the way. 
These are not excessively hard 
to get, yet neither are they easy 
to find. Should the collector who 
locates a properly-used and can- 
celled entire of this item consign 
it to the trash box because it 
has a corner gone, or perhaps is 
somewhat stained with age. My 
answer is that he would show 
very poor judgment if he did. 


There are items that are so 
extremely rare that they are 
known, mint or used, only in 


poor condition. Examples _ are 
some of the St. Petersburgh or 
Moscow local envelopes of Rus- 
sia which have been sold in Eu- 
ropean auctions or by private 
treaty for around 3,000 marks, or 
say better than $1,000 each, I 
wouldn’t despise a batterel copy 
of one of these if it came my 
way, not by a long shot, Com- 
pleteness is important to the 
real collector. 


A great many foreign postal 
entires come to us_ usually in 
what I would describe as an age- 
stained condition. That is, the 
paper of the envelope or card has 
been yellowed by time, or per- 
haps exposed to the sun; and 
sometimes the printed stamp and 
inscription is somewhat faded. 
If this staining is partial—that 
is, if part of the card is white, 
and part, yellowish, showing 


Telegraph, Telephone And 
Radio Are Featured On 
Postage Stamps Of World 





By James P. Flynn 

The siory of the telegraph, 
telephone and radio can be told 
with stamps. The various men 
responsible for such inventions 
have been portrayed on the stamps 
of their native lands, Some coun- 
tries have pictured the buildings 
and instruments used for com- 
munication purposes. 


Luigi Galvani, who was por- 
trayed on an Italian stamp issued 
in 1934, discovered ‘galvanic’ 
electricity in 1780. Alessandro 
Volta, another Italian honored by 
his native country on its postage 
stamps, invented the voltaic cell 
in 1794. 


Perhaps the best known name 
is that of Gulielmo Marconi, 
the man who discovered “how 
to telegraph without wires ‘“‘in 
1895. His first experiments were 
carried on at his father’s estate 
near Bologna, Italy. His first 
patent was granted in England, 
his mother’s country, where he 
went to carry on his experiments. 
Trans-atlantic wireless signals 
were tried successfully in 1901. 


Marconi was honored philateli- 
cally when Italy issued a memor- 
ial set of stamps in 1938. The 9c 
stamp issued by Newfoundland in 
1928 pictures the Cabot Tower at 
St. John’s where Marconi sat lis- 
tening to the three dot signal 
from YPoldkv, Cornwall, at the 
home of the first successful ex- 
periment of sending the letter S 
across he Alantic. 

To our communications story 
we should add the stamp issued 
to honor Edison in 1929 as well as 
the United States adhesives por- 
traying Samuel F. B. Morse and 
Alexander Graham Bell, Several 
of the older type and some of 
the new telegraph stamps should 
be placed in this collection to 
illustrate the story of telegraph 
and wireless communications. 

Various governments have com- 
bined the Ministry of Post, Tele- 
graph and Telephone and have 
issued stamps which show where 
the combined duties are carried 
on. France issued such a stamp 
in 1939. Psraguay’s 1934 issue 
shows the Posts and Telegraph 
Building at Asuncion, and Peru 
has portraysd the Post and Tele- 
graph Building at Lima on vari- 
ous stamps. 

The Titanic disaster in 1912 
focused public attention on the 
value o f wireless at sea. Since 
that time nearly every vessel 
carries a wireless or ship radio 
and a competent man to operate 
it. Various types of ships should 
be shown to round out the story 
as well as airplanes and dirig- 
ibles—Democrat and Chronicle, 
Rochester, N. Y. 





lapped it while it was exposed to 
the sun or weather—then it is an 
unsatisfactory item. On the other 
hand, if the discoloration is uni- 
form on the entire front I mount 
the item if I do not have a better 
one at hand. If a virginal dupli- 
cate comes along later (one as 
bright and fresh as the day it 
came out of the post office) I 
naturally replace the stained item, 
but the latter serves its purpose 
until that happens. 

It is my thesis, if these random 
notes can be thus dignified, that 
the individual who insist, on 100 
per cent perfection of condition 
at all times and under all condi- 
tions never can be classed as a 
bona fide collector—he is merely 
an accumulator of stamps that 
may be admired but which rarely 
will contribute to the sum total 
of philatelic knowledge,

While they were decreed to be 
good for :2]] ordinary postage 
many postal clerks seemed to be 
in ignorance of this fact and re- 
fused to accept them, or marked 
them “nostage due’? when found 
in the mail. They were also refus- 
ed as being “‘precanceled stamps,” 
which are not allowed on first 
class mail. 

The 2c—-Washington—overprint 
“Hawaii’ with dates, was issued 
on August 13, 1928, rotary press, 
perf. 11 x 1014, no wmk, It is re- 
corded only in carmine rose, there 
being numerous varieties of the 
overprint hi:* only one real minor 
variety, a broken “1” in “1778” 
which makes it shorter than the 
other letters. 5,519,897 were issu- 
ed, from plates 18983 and 84 and 
19054 and 56. 

The 5c—Roosevelt—also over- 
printed in the same manner, ap- 
peared on the same date, there be- 
ing no minor varieties, not even 
the spacing varieties found on 
the 2c. 1,459,897 of them were 
issued, from plates 18907 and 
18908—a smaller total than even 
the 5c Norse-American. 

First day covers are from Hon- 
olulu only.

24c orange-red and light blue. The 
three Zeppelin and 50c Century 
of Progress were previously known 
only in the set presented Captain 
Eckner. The map series are die 
sunk on large cards officially ap- 
proved and dated and include a 
15e trial color in deep yellow 
orange, submitted on September 
3, 1926 and not approved. 


There are two lots of small die 
proofs from 1847 to 1915 com- 
plete, heretofore unknown out- 
side the Smithsonian Institution 
where a set is exhibited and was 
described by Joseph B. Leavy in 
the 1919 Catalog (Bulletin 105). 
These were specially printed for 
the 1915 San Francisco Exhibition 
and are on a pale cream soft wove 
paper with about 2.5 to 3 mm. 
margins and all the colors vary 
from the 1903 small die proofs 
on white wove paper with 1.5 mm. 
margins. The mesh of the 1915 
paper is very coarse. These two 
sets of 1915 special printings are 
easily identified, from the 83 sets 
of 1903 printings, and the colors 
are more like the issued stamps. 
I have made Ridgeway readings 
of all the 1903 and 1915 printings 
which clearly show the color dif- 
ferences in every proof. The 1903 
small die roofs added up to, but 
do not include, the 2c shield, and 
it is said that five or six of the 
albums had proofs added up to 
the 1908 series. A lesser number 
of the 1909 Lincoln, Alaska-Yu- 
kon, Hudson-Fulton and 1915 Pan. 
ama-Pacific small die proofs have 
heretofore been known, but the 
colors of all these, except the 
latter, vary from these 1915 spe- 
cial printings, 


This 1915 special printirg lot 
has some very rare small die 
proofs not previously catalogued, 
including the 1851 3c brownish- 
carmine, 1861 5c buff, 24c red- 
lilac 24c lilac, 1898 2c triangle 
III orange-red, 4c rose-brown, 6c 
lake, and 1915 10c orange-yellow, 
all of which are now known in 
two copies only. Also included, 
are the Special Delivery, Regis- 
tration, Postage Dues including 
the unlisted red-brown set, Par- 
cel Post Dues, Officials, Postal 
Savings, two smaller size News- 
peper sets with 23 Philippines 
from 1906 to 1914 including the 
20c Special Delivery. 


There are also large die proofs 
die sunk on large cards of the 
1908 to 1920 regular issues and

Apart from “broken letters,” 


two major varieties occurred in 
the overprinting, one sheet each 
of the 10 and 15 cents receiving 
the overprint inverted, and an- 
other of the 15 cent, a double im- 
pression of the words “Two 
Cents.” Of the last named some 
twenty copies were 


destroyed, leaving no more than 
thirty to forty available to phila- 
telists. In these circumstances the 
present catalogue valuation of this 
error seems to err on the side of 
modesty. 


On the fifty-third stamp in 
each sheet of all values the full- 
point after “Cents” is normally 


very fainily impressed and in some 
cases appears to be missing, al- 
though there is usually some slight 
trace of it. A variety ‘‘G’’ for “C’”’ 
in CENTS occurring on the fifty- 
fifth stamp of the sheet is con- 
fined to the first printing of the 
“Two Cents” on 10 cents sur- 
charge. 

The Centenary of the Union of 
the three provinces of Essequibo, 
Berbice and Demerara constitut- 
ing the present Crown Colony of 
British Guiana was the occasion 
of another philatelic commemor- 
ation on July 21st, 1931, when a 
set of five stamps engraved and 
recess printed with pictorial repre- 
sentations of characteristic scenes 
and subjects by Waterlow and 
Sons, Ltd., of London Wall, E. C., 
'was placed in circulation. Sheets 
were composed of 120 stamps, with 
the engraver’s imprint at the foot.

Not to be outdone, 
Larry Shoemaker, enthusiastic 
collector of Canadian stamps, or- 
ganized 4a special luncheon meet- 
ing of Canadian enthusiasts. 

The Hobby Auction was a uni- 
que feature of the convention and 
was conducted daily by Donald 
W. Martin. Any donated article 
whether stamps, coins, buttons, 
china or ne matter what it may 
be was auctioned off in the main 
bourse and exhibition room each 
day, the proceeds being given to 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief 
Fund. Common Pleas Judge Frank 
J. Merrick, of Cuyahoga County 
auctioned of the first lot and set 
the ball relling. 

A sub-station of the Cleveland 
Post Office was located in Par- 
lor A on the mezzanine floor. This 
convention station was in charge 
of Josepn S. Frantz, assisted by 
William Hart and Charles Bart- 
sche of the Cleveland Post Of- 
fice. The demand for commemor- 
ative and other stamps was so 
great that a special consignment 
had to ve rushed to the station aft- 
er the first day upon special tele- 
phonic request to the Philatelic 
Agency in Washington. Patriotic 
envelopes, the Convention Sou- 
venir Labels, cacheted covers and 
souvenir postcards of Cleveland 
were sold at a nearby table, which 
was in charge of Bill Langdon, the 
oldest active member of.

Mr. W. C. Hensyl of Berwick, 
Pa., writes with reference to the 
bisect Lindbergh Air Mail stamps 
that were mentioned in these col- 
umns recently as being used in 
a Michigan city. Mr. Hensyl 
states that he has twelve Lind- 
bergh bisects, two are vertical 
and the others diagonal. Six cov- 
ers are postmarked at Air Mail 
Field, Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 1, 
4 a. m., 1928; four covers from 
Seattle, Wash., Terminal Station, 
Aug. 1, 11:30 a. m. 1928; one 
from Springfield, Ill., Aug. 1, 4 
p. m., 1928. The other, he is un- 
able to locate at present but be- 
lieves it to be Springfield, II. 
Some of the covers have cachets 
and backstamps and others are 
without, while some have 5c 
postage due on them and others 
do not have postage due. 

Without question, these bisects 
were used to meet the new 5c 
rate that came into effect August 
1, 1928 and for which the two 
color 5c Beacon Air Mail stamp 
was issued. It is evident or pos- 
sible that the 5c stamps were not 
available at certain points on 
August 1, and that the 10c Lind- 
bergh stamp was bisected, altho 
without official sanction. 

Without official approval such 
bisects can only be classed as un- 
authorized, yet when they have 
actually served the -purpose it 
would seem that they should be 
considered most desirable pieces. 
Naturally those covers which car- 
ry postage due have been discred- 
ited, but those without postage due 
certainly merit some recognition, 

It would be interesting to hear 
from other cities where such bi- 
sects may have been used and 
most important of all, would be 
to learn if there actually were no 
5e Beacon stamps available at 
such cities at the time the letters 
were sent, or whether the send- 
ers merely took the chance of 
bisecting the Lindbergh stamp 
to see what the result would be.
